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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yasuda et al 
(U.S. Patent # 6,338,095 B1 ). 

1 . Consider claim 1 , Yasuda et al clearly shows and discloses a method for 

assembling packet headers in a communications adapter (see FIG. 3, ELEMENT 
PROCESSOR 101, which includes NETWORK INTERFACE CIRCUIT 305, and 
lines 43-46 of column 5, where it says, "the network interface circuit further 
assembles a message send data of which includes the user data and the additional 
information, and a header of which includes the other information and the data 
length information"; and also read lines 43-45 of column 6 where it says, "each 
element processor is composed so as to execute communication with other element 
processors by message passing"), said method comprising the steps of: executing at 
least one script command (see FIG. 4, MESSAGE SEND CIRCUIT 408, COMMAND 
SEND CIRCUIT 41 1 , COMMAND PROCESSOR CIRCUIT 406, and in FIG. 3 for 
INSTRUCTION PROCESSOR 301, and lines 1 1-13 of column 1 1 , where it says, 
"the command processing circuit 406 executes the command which requests access 
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to a control register in the network interface circuit 305...") stored in memory (see 
FIG. 3 , CACHE MEMORY 302, and lines 17-24 of column 9, where it says, "The 
instruction processor 301 is a unit which executes program processing. The cache 
memory 302 is a memory which accompanies the instruction processor 301 and has 
a relatively high speed and a relatively small capacity. The network interface circuit 
305 is a unit which is connected to the interconnecting network 105 and executes 
data transfer processing according to the commands from the instruction processor 
301.") within said adapter to gather header information (see FIG. 2 TRANSFER 
CONTROL INFORMATION 200, and lines 50-52, where it says, "the header of the 
message contains information within the transfer control information 200...") within 
an internal adapter buffer (see FIG. 5, MODE BIT 506, and lines 22-25 of column 12, 
where it says, "the mode bit 202 in the transfer control information 200 is set into the 
register 506 when the information is read from the local memory 304..."; and 
executing at least one other script command stored in memory (see FIG. 4, 
COMMAND PROCESSOR CIRCUIT 406, COMMAND SEND CIRCUIT 41 1 , and in 
FIG. 3 for INSTRUCTION PROCESSOR 301) within said adapter to form completed 
packet headers from information gathered into said internal buffer (see lines 48-68 of 
column 13, where it says, "The message assembly circuit 513 assembles a 
message having structure decided according to the value of the mode bit and sends 
a send request of the message to the message send circuit 408. When the mode bit 
is one, the selector 514 assembles a message which contains a header which 
contains part of the transfer control information 200 read from the local memory 304 
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and sent via the command processing circuit 406, and a data portion which contains 
the user data and the MPI additional information, and sets the assembled message 
into the register 515. When the mode bit is 0, the selector 514 assembles a 
message with the header and a data portion including the user data, and sets the 
message into the register 516. Information other than the send data address 203 
and the send flag address 204 are included in the header, among the transfer 
control information 200 read from the local memory 304. In FIG. 4, the message 
send circuit 408 receives the message send request from the message generating 
circuit 407 and sends the message to the interconnecting network 105 through line 
420S.")
